'Squire Ward, a friend of his who had 
come to this county, induced him to 
enter a section of land m-ar Harrison- 
ville, 
A year later, having in the 


meantime begun practicing medicine, 
Dr. Ray camo to Scioto county. Before 
coming here he joined a partnership 
with Dr. Mitchell, of Jackson, but, nut 
liking the doctor's habits, dissolved 
piirtnership at the end of two weeks. 
When he came to Portsmouth in IS-iti 
he stopped at the old McCoy tavern, 
and,

LOUISVILLE, June. 27.—The demo- 


cratic state convention reassembled at 
9:30 promptly, after .'having adjourned 
at 2 a. m. in the midst of unusual dis- 
order. Prayer was offered by Rev. J. 
W. Ellis. 


Wednesday the fight by the Eardin 


men was to have'nominations precede 
the report on platform, so that the 
Clay men could not say the platform 
was unsuited to Hardin. Meantime 
the Clay men were working for the 
adoption of the majority report on 
resolutions as a handicap to Hardin, 
and for its adoption before nomina- 
tions were called for. 


When the convention adjourned in 


the early hours;of the -.-morning- the 
pending question was on the~"minority 
report from the committee on creden- 
tials, and the discussion thereon was 
resumed.1 


After discussing an hour and., a half 


the motion to substitute the minority 
report OB credentials for the majority 
report, the call of 119 counties began. 


The Clay men favored the substitute 


and the Hardin men opposed it. As 
the vote was 
considered a tent of 


strength it was watched with great In- 
terest and resulted: 448 ayes, 425 nays. 
The result was greeted with 
loud 


cheering by the Clay men. The Hardin 
men rushed to the platform, charged 
false counting and fraud and created a 
most tumultuous scene, which was 
finally checked by crowding1 Senator 
Lindsay through the fighters to the 
front of the platform, when he opened 
another hot contest by presenting the 
majority report of the committee on 
resolutions. 
.... . 


Ex-Congressman W. T. Ellis present- 


ed the minority report, when John S. 
Rhea took the floor to read them him- 
self and not trust them to the secre- 
tary. 


Mr. Rhea made a most vigorous argn- 


ment, and offered a second or supple- 
mental minority report, which simply 
reaffirmed the national platform of the 
party in 1892, and urged its adoption as 
a measure of expediency, owing to the 
divergent views in the party in Ken- 
tuck on the financial question. 


Congressman Ellis opened the debate 


for the minority report. 


Ex-Gov, James .B. McCreary.who is a 


candidate for senator, made a vigorous 
argument for the Kentucky democracy 
cooyeratinpr with Cleveland, Carlisle 
and tho national democracy as its prin- 
ciples had been declared in 1892. Sen- 
ator Blackburn sat immediately back 
of the speaker. 
When Mr. MeCreary 


argued that there was no room for two 
democratic parties in Kentucky, the 
"soxind money" party cheered loudly. 
Mr. McCreary opposed the minority re- 
port and its supplement most vigorous- 
ly and held the floor notwithstanding 
the calls for Blackburn and other dis- 
turbances. 


After McCreary finished the Hardin 


men insisted on a re-count of the vote 
by which the minority report was sub- 
stituted for the majority report on cre- 
dentials and the convention'hall for 
some time was in an uproar, 


Mr. John S. Rhea was accorded the 


floor and made such a vigorous speech 
against the majority report on resolu- 
tions as to stop all disturbance and 
command the closest attention. Mr, 
Rhea denounced President Cleveland 
[ind Secretary Carlisle in as bitter and 
eloquent words as the queen's English 
could furnish when he quoted Henry 
Watterson as saying in 1892: "Nomi- 
nate Grover Cleveland and you rush* 
from a slaughter house into an open 
grave." With the sentiment of the 
convention against him, Mr. Rhea not 
only brought it to order, but also com- 
manded its closest attention for a long 
time in his phillipic on Cleveland and 
Carlisle as the associates of Roths- 
childs and Morgan and not of the 
people. 


Senator Blackburn had been called 


for all day and finally came to the 
front 
He said at the outset that:he 


was opposed to W. 0. Bradley, the 're- 
publican candidate for governor ;of 
Kentucky and for that reason he was 
opposed "to the majority report 'on 
resolutions. 
H» replied especially, to 


the argument of Congressman 
Mc- 


Creary with most intense earnestness. 
He pleaded for harmony but he warned 
the convention against indorsing Sher- 
man instead of Jefferson. He had nev- 
er indorsed a republican platform and 
he did not want the Kentucky democ- 
racy to do so to-day. He was for dem- 
ocratic bimetallism and not for the re- 
publican gold standard. 


Senator Lindsay was then introduced 


and made a remarkably strong reply 
to Senator Blackburn. 
'His defense of 


the administration, especially wnen 
he named President Cleveland was 
greeted with stirring demonstrations. 
The convention reached climaxes of 
the highest pitch when the senator de- 
nounced the insinuation that the ma- 
jority report was a republican plat- 
form". 
His voice sounded likethe roar- 


ing of a lion as he warmed up in reply- 
ing to the insinuations that the major- 
ity of those on the committee or in this 
convention were advocating republican . 
doctrines of any kind. 


Chairman Berry announced that are- 


vision of the count by the secretaries 
sustained the previous announcement 
of the substitution of ,the minority re- 
port on credentials for themajority.re- 
port. The Clay men cheered this an- 
Douncement and the Hardin men pre- 
cipitated another row. 


Tho following was reported by Sena- 


tor Lindsay, chairman of the commit- 
tee on resolutions, as the majority re- 
port, signed by nine of the thirteen 
members.

CONVENTION HALL, LOUISVILLE, Ky., 


June 27.—Gen. Wat Hardin was nom- 
inated for governor of Kentucky at the 
state democratic convention on the 
first ballot. 


Chairman Berry called the conven- 


tion together promptly at 8 o'clock. 
He called for nominations for governor, 
Georg-e C. Lockhart, of Bourbon coun- 
ty, placed Ca»>ius M. Clay, jr., in nom- 
ination in one of th« most eloquent 
speeches ever made in a democratic 
convention. 


CoL Robert C. Breokinridge nomi- 


nated Gen. Hardin and Judge James 
Tarvin, of Covingfton, seconded the 
nomination. J. A. Spaulding, of Union 
county, seconded Clay's nomination. 
No other nominations were made and 
the balloting began shortly after 9 
o'clock. Hardin led from the first. 
There was very little enthusiasm while 
t»he ballot was being taken. 


The Louisville delegation divided its 


vote between Clay and Stone. This 
was done to give Hardin the nomina- 
tion on the first ballot. 
Campbell 


countv divided its vote, but Kenton 
county stood solid for Hardin. 
The 


vote stood as follows: 


Hardin, 46SK, Clay, 330^; Stone, 76, 


Watterson, 3; Buckner 4. 
This was a 


bare majority, as it took 440 votes to 
nominate him. 


It was accomplished very easily. 


Those who made the Beckner arrange- 
ment threw a number of Clay votes to 
Stone, Buckner and Watterson. It was 
cleverly done. The announcement was 
received with great enthusiasm ' by 
those who voted for Hardin. .Most of 
the Clay -men kept their seats, how- 
ever, and took little part in the demon- 
stration. John D. Clay, a relative of 
Clay, moved to make the nomination 
unanimous. This was of course carried 
with a rush. 


After speeches by both Hardin and 


Clay, nominations for lieutenant gov- 
ernor were called for and E. T. Tyler, 
of Fulton county; Oscar Turner, jr., of 
Louisville, and M. D. Brown, of Chris- 
tiana, were placed in nomination. Ty- 
ler led all the way through. 
A num- 


ber of counties went over to him be- 
fore the result was announced, and his 
nomination was finally made unani- 
mous. The convention adjourned at 
midnight until 9:30 Thursday morn- 
ing.
